By a unanimous rising vote repre¬ 
sentative citizens and taxpayers as¬ 
sembled at the mass-meeting held in 
Metropolitan Hall on Monday evening 
last, at which Mayor Kelley presided, 
approved the prompt calling of a bond 
election for the construction of a City 
Hall which would be sufficiently large 
to meet any demands made upon it by 1 
the rapid growth of the city. 

Following discussions of what 
should be the cost of such a building, 
the motion by W. J. Martin that the 
amount should be from $5500 to $6000 
was carried. 

W. J. Bates, Dr. J. C. McGovern, A. 
I*. Scott, W. H. Dinning and Trustees 
Cunningham and Wallace were ap¬ 
pointed by Mayor Kelley as a commit¬ 
tee of inspection to visit nearby cities 
where modern municipal buildings 
had recently been erected and secure 
data so as to incorporate in the plans 
for the City Hall here the most desir¬ 
able features of such buildings. The 
committee will make a report of its 
findings March 25. 

In making a resume of the improve¬ 
ments which have been installed here, 
Trustee Cunningham gave some inter¬ 
esting figures. He stated that in ex¬ 
cess of $500,000 had already been 
spent in sewerage, sidewalks, street 
paving and other items for the phys¬ 
ical betterment of the city. 

It was the evident sense of the 
meeting that the needs of the city 
having a suitable civic home are well 
understood, and that the movement 
will receive hearty endorsement and 
support from the taxpayers.

Julian Eltinge was born in Butte, Montana, but his parents moved to 
Boston, Mass., while he was still very young, and it was in that city that he 
went to school and spent the greater part of his childhood. He was forced 
to go to work at the early age of 14. 

The story that he is a Harvard man doubtless owes its origin to the fact 
that Mr. Eltinge, whose real name, by the way, is William Dalton, belonged 
to the Boston Cadets, a military organization, many of the members of which 
were Harvard men. The cadets were in the habit of giving excellent amateur 
productions yearly, and it was at one of these, namely “Miss Simplicity,” 
that Julian Eltinge gained his first notoriety as a female impersonator. 
During his whole association with the Boston Cadets Mr. Eltinge was asso¬ 
ciated with a Boston wholesale house. 

But his talent was too great to be “hidden under a bushel,” and It was 
not long before he made an appearance at the New Amsterdam Roof in New 
York City, and later journeyed to London, where he was seen in 1906 at 
the Palace Theatre. 

On returning to New York City Mr. Eltinge, with a number of other 
famous stars, appeared at a Sunday benefit for George Fuller Golden, where 
he attracted the attention of George M. Cohan, who straightway engaged him 
for the star feature in the Cohan and Harris Minstrels at a salary of $175 a 
week, which was increased to $400 after the first week. 

Subsequently he appeared in several vaudeville engagements, receiving 
sometimes as much as $1000 or $1500 a week. His success in vaudeville led 
him still another step up the ladder of success, and in “The Fascinating 
Widow,” in the dual role of Mrs. Monte and Hal Blake, he scored a phenom¬ 
enal success. This was at the Liberty Theatre, New York City, in 1911. 

After touring in the same production until 1914, he appeared in “The 
Crinoline Girl,” in the role of Tom Hale, at the Knickerbocker Theatre, also 
New York City. Mr. Eltinge continued in “The Crinoline Girl” until 1915, 
when he started in on his latest and greatest success, “Cousin Lucy," in 
which he has played until very recently, when he followed the example of 
most of his fellow actors and succumbed to the lure of the motion picture. 
He has been recruited into the ranks of the Famous Players-Lasky forces, for 
whom he will make Paramount Pictures. 

As to the methods by which he has obtained his extraordinary success, 
according to his own unassuming statement, it has been just “luck,” but we 
are inclined to disagree with Mr. Eltinge and attribute it to his overwhelm¬ 
ing genius and capacity for taking infinite pains, which, after all, the philos¬ 
ophers tell us, is only a form of genius. 

For instance, when experimenting as to the best form of make-up to use 
in his professional work, Mr. Eltinge thought of the experiment of applying 
to the firm that he knew furnished Lillian Russell’s grease paints and getting 
exactly the shades and combinations used by that most beautiful woman. 
He even bribed her maid to teach him the exact method of applying the 
cosmetics. 

Julian Eltinge has dark brown hair and dark eyes and a marvelous com¬ 
plexion, due in part to the enormous quantities of cold cream used in putting 
on and removing his make-up. He has a most winning smile and is known 
to his host of friends as “Bill.”

CANNING STUNTS. 

C ANNED PEARS.—Pare fruit cut 
in halves. Throw into cold tlater 
or they will discolor. Use a 
pound of sugar to three pounds of fruit 
and a quart of water for three ]x>unds 
of sj^gar. When sirup is boiling take 
pears from the water and drop into the 
sirup. Cook until they can be pierced 
easily with a silver fork. Fill jars with 
fruit and fill up to brim with sirup, us¬ 
ing a small strainer in the funnel that 
the sirup may look clear. 

Quince Jelly.—Take quince parings 
without tiie cores,"cover with cold wa¬ 
ter, boil an hour or longer, drain 
through a Jelly bag. Use a cupful of 
sugar (heated in oven) to each cupful 
of hot juice. Boil twenty minutes and 
pour into hot jelly glasses. When cold 
cover with paraffin. 

Porter Apple Jell.—Wash the fruit 
clean. Put in the kettle, cover with 
water, boll until thoroughly cooked. 
Tour into a sieve, let drain. Do uot 
press through. For each pint of this 
liquor allow a pound of sugar. Boll 
from twenty minutes to half an hour. 
Jellies can he made from quinces, 
peaches and crabapples by same direc¬ 
tions. 

Green Grape Jelly.—Take full grown 
grapes just before they change color. 
Pick them from the stems, wash and 
place hi a porcelain kettle with Just 
enough water to cook them without 
burning. When all are cooked soft turn 
Into a sugar sack or any suitable cloth 
and hang where the juice can drain 
Into a jar. Weigh the clear juice and 
set on the fire in a porcelain kettle. 
After It bolls ten minutes add its 
weight in granulated sugar and boil 
ten minutes more. Skim off the scum 
that rises. To make a nice red add 
some red sugar sand just before tak¬ 
ing off the fire. Heat {he glasses In hot 
water before putting the hot jelly Id 
and let stand till cold, then cover in 
the usual wav.

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ORDINANCE NO. 98. 

An Ordinance Incensing and Regulating 
the Traffic, Vending and Disposing of 
Spirituous, Malt and rermented 
Liquors and Wines, or any admixture 
Thereof, in the City of South San 
Francisco, and Repealing Ordinance 
No. 59 of the City of South San Fran¬ 
cisco entitled “An Ordinance Licens¬ 
ing and Regulating the Traffic, Vend¬ 
ing and Disposing of Spirituous, Malt 
and Fermented Liquors and Wines, or 
any Admixture Thereof, in the City 
of South San Francisco,’’ Passed No¬ 
vember 4th, 1912, and All Ordinances 
Amendatory Thereof and Supple¬ 
mental Thereto. 

Tne Board of Trustees of the City of 
South San Francisco do ordain as fol¬ 
lows: 

Section 1. It is hereby declared and 
made unlawful for any person, persons, 
firm or corporation to keep within the 
City of South San Francisco any sa¬ 
loon, bar, store, dram-shop, tippling 
place, stand, or any other place where 
spirituous, malt or fermented liquor or 
wine, or any admixture thereof, is sold, 
without having the license therefor in 
this ordinance provided, and by this 
ordinance required.
